Idea Started In 1921 


George Warmer Named By 
Hammond To Conduct 
Money Drive 


With the purpose of adding to the 
Santa Ana junior college Student 
Loan fund, all students of the college 
will be asked to contribute next Mon- 
day and Tuesday, it was announced 
by President D. K. Hammond, this 
week, 

The Student Loan fund, started 
nine years ago, helps worthy students 
through college by offering loans 
which are paid back when the stu- 
dent is financially able to do so. Each 
year, a drive is made in all schools 
of the city to add to the fund, which 
is also helped by many civic and 
business organizations of Santa Ana. 

George Warmer, Associated Stu- 
dents president, has been named by 
Hammond to be in charge of the 
drive and will provide a table and 
collector in the main hall all day 
Monday and Tuesday. In the past, 
junior college students have not come 
up to the standard set by the high 
school and _ elementary institutions 
and school officials are hoping that 
this condition will not be in effect 
this year. 

Any amount of money is welcome 
in the drive but no student is ex- 
pected to burden himself. The paying 
up of past loans and voluntary sub- 
scriptions by outside organizations 
kept the fund up to a high standard 
but a large student appropriation is 
necessary. E. M. Nealley, college 
philosophy‘and psychology instructor, 
has been chairman of the board of 
trustees of the fund since its organ- 
ization and Hammond has served as 
head of the fund for the same length 
of time.
